ABOCT LIZARDS. 


The sight ot ft lizard crawling over 


tho walls of her house would doubtless 
horrify nnd disgust RQ American house- 
koopor, nnd tlio nppoarance of ono of 
tlio ilreftdftil crcntnrisa In her parlor or 
it r:uv ing-room might drive hor to the 
VIT^O of distraction. The 
sensation 


cnusod by a mouso is nothing compared 
to what a lizard might do m tho same 
linn. In India, however, things are 
UilToront. Tlio housewifely instincts of 
an Knplisli or American woman there 
tiro probably no less refined than those 
of a careful woman in this country, but 
Hill! slio docs not mind seeing lizards in 
any part of hor house. She has bucomo 
um d to tho dark littlo fellows, and 
known tlmt they aro harmless, useful and 
unobtrusive. 


Thrso house li/ards aro seldom over 


nix inches long. Their color is mottled 
prayish-brown, which, in its irregular 
Imps, sometimes looks like tho gram of 
n piece of wood. They are flat in shape, 
lie close to a surface, and against ft light 
background have somewhat the appear- 
anco of a miniature squirrel's, skin 
nailed to a barn, door to dry. While 
having a bony structure, the skeleton of 
a lizard Is much of it of n cartilaginous 
nature, not so soft, however, an to pre- 
vent a quite rnpid motion on the part of 
ttio reptile. Tho soles of tho feet are 
mado for runnmg along or up a hard, 
smooth wall and oven across tho Coil- 
ing, 
though in trying tho latter feat the 


li/.ard sometimes gets a fall. Tho little 
creatures are frequently seen chasing 
each other on the walls or beams of a, 
building, or playing at hide and seek 
among the furniture. 


Catching flics is n favorite pastime, 


tlipsn and other small insects serving as 
food, ami the dexterity with which thcyi 
r.ipturo their prey is remarkable. Their 
M'nies of sight, hearing or smell must 
1><> wonderfully acute. 
Discovering a 


lly on tho wall fully ten feet away, a 
li/ard will start for ft, running at full 
speed and in a straight lino until about 
a foot from tho object, when its motion 
becomes more ami more slow and as 
Kte.ilthy 
OH a cut's when stalking a 


mousn. Tho creature hardly seems to 
advance, but gradually draws near tho 
insect 
When within an inch of the fly, 


the, ii/,ard'.s body shootsi forward like a 
Hash, the fuel still sticking to the wall, 
it big mouth opens and shuts liko asteel 
I uiii, there it u slight convulsive gulp, 
nml tho di'in.A of Jonah and tho whale 
IIIXH been iu-eiiacted, the fly taking tho 
part of Jonah. Sometimes ali/ard will 
nmke a complete or partial circuit of its 
uciim going above and descending 
hood downward on tho prey, approach- 
mi; it from below or seeking to make 
the attack from some other direction. 


'I he strangest thing about a lizard ia 


it.s power of losing its tail nnd having it 
glow out again, tho second tail being 
shorter and loss perfect than the origi- 
nal ono. Tho tail is simply a muscular 
appendage into which the back bone 
docs not .seem to extend. It is about 
two-thirds as long as tho lizard's body, 
quite large whore it joina the body, and 
gradually tapers to a point A fall or 
a blow will break it off, but even when 
completely detached it will retain life 
for half an hour or more, squirming liko 
a worm, twisting, doubling up and oven 
jumping around as actively as a minnow 
out of water. This activity grows more 
and more faint till tho tall is dead and 
stiff. 
When it is broken into pieces the 


fragments show life, but of course tho 
power of motion U limited by the siae of 
tho piece. A lizard, like all reptiles, is 
"cold blooded," sotlmta detached tail 
or its parts bleed but little. 


These house lizards' eggs are as 


round as) marbles and about' the size of 
small peas. Their shells are as thin as 
paper and exceedingly brittle. 
They 


are deposited In out-of-the-way nooka— 
on the tops of or behind books as they 
stand on shelves, in unused table draw- 
ers or in the pigeon holes of desks. 
When freshly laid they ore of a cream 
color, but become a very pale blue, like 
well wotcrod. milk, as the batching time 
draws near. A newly hatched lizard is 
an exceedingly lively little fellow; and 
sometimes, when an «gg is knocked 
from its resting place and broken, tho 
occupant, after a second or two of 
astonishment at so sudden aa introduc- 
tion into the world, will dart away into 
a place of concealment with aa much 
aguity as U it wore folly grown. The 
young lizards encounter many dangers.
